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HIDING IN PLAIN SIGHT? 

Is a bill that's supposed to protect women at 
abortion cinics actually an anti-abortion Trojan 
horse? By Holly Otterbein 

A fter details emerged of West Philudelphia abortion doctor 
[&nnit Gosoell and his clinic — run so poorly that Gosnell 
has been diarged with murdering seven babies and one 
woman — everymie could agree on one thing: Such tragedy should 

But the agreement, it seems, ended there. 

In the months since Gosnell was indicted, nearly a half-dozen 
legislative bills have been introduced in the state House and 
Senate, each meant to conectsome flaw in the system that pre- 
sumably allowed Gosnell to operate for so long and with so little 
BCTutiny. One bill in particular has gained traction: a biD by state 
House Rep. Matt Baker thatwould impose the same reflations 
on abortion cUnics as outpatient suigical centers. 

Baker, a Republican who heads the House's Health Committee, 
says the bill would deliver unprecedented pmtections to women 
seeking abortions — and prevent future cases like GosncITs. 

Butdioice activists andwomen’s health advocates see some- 
thing different: They call the bill aTrojan horse, appearing on its 
surface to protectwomenbutinstead harboring a teeming horde of 
regulations and restrictiois supported by anti -aboition and right- 
wing interests. The actual aim, these advocates say, is to shut down 


the state's abortion clinics.

seem reasonable, acknowledges Jar Boulanger, executive director 
of Allentown Women’s Center, but could encourage unwarranted 
targeting of clinics or raise privacy issues. (Tfie state is supposed 
to redact the names of employees in these publk reports, os state 
Sen. Vance, head ofthe Senate's health committee, pointed out, 
but CP found in a recent request that many names hadn't been 
redacted: Vance says she wiU “look into that") 

Choke advocates say both the proposed Senate and House bills 
are misaing the point: Ever since news about Gosnell broke, they've 
argued that his case proved not that the state lacked regulations, but 
that those regulations were "spottily and inadequately enforced," 
says Frietsdie.

IFTHREE-TIME,. 


m (so far) mayoral candi- 
date Sam Katz cant take control of Philadelpltia’s future, then he can at least stamp 
his brandonto the city's past. In KaU’s eyes, rocounling history may not bii nearly as 
attractive as making it — but he proposes to do just that: His latest endeavor is a com- 
prehensive documentary film about the city. "It’s something to do.'he shrugs with a 
half-smilo. "It's not going to be being mayor, but it's going to have connections to tliat." 

Mayoral races come but once every four years, and a guy’s gotta find something to 
kill ail that time in between. Katz's duties as the newly appointed chairman of the 
Pennsylvania Intergovernmental Cooperation Authority have been keeping him busy. 
But it was a very common, red-enveloped time-killer — the gift of Ketllix, a birthday 
present from his son Phil — that led to Isis role as film producer. 

"I started watching every kind of documentary as well as all these violent movies," 
Katz says. Aperusal of his queue would lead from Martin Scorsese's historical drama 
Gangs of New York to the 16-hour PBS documentary iVeto York, and from there to 
other city stories: Chicago, Las Vegas, New Orleans. 

Thon t wanted to watch Tone about] Philly, and there wasn't one," Katz recalls. "Why 
is it that the most historically significant city in America doesn't have a documentary 
film about its own history? Las Vegas is all of a hundred years old, basically set up as 
a town where people that were building the Boulder Dam could spend their money on 
gambling, prostitution and drink. We have a few more core values here." 

Tims a restless candidate witliout a campaign invented one: refoshionmg himself as 
a media mini-mogul with two new companies and a massive, ongoing fundraising effort 
to produce a seven-hour documentary series called Philadelphia: The Great Experiment, 
along with supplemental materials that would at least triple that running time. 

Wliile the role of film producer may pale next to that of mayor, Katz says the two arise 
from some of the same goals. "When you run for an office you think you know everything. 
You have to,”he says. “And when you start a project like this you realize you dont know 
anything. Which is the best place to be, because tlion you can open your mind to hearing, 
observing and discovering what really took place. When you walk down the street in 
Philadelphia today, it’s a big place — but you can pass by an awful lot of people who are 
impacting the city in one way or another, whether m politics or business or art. It was 
the same way a hundred years ago. Our challenge is how to connect all these dots." 

Sporting a bright-orange sweater, Katz aits in an editing room at his riverfront office; 
at the controls is his partner and son, P hil for whom the project has been a crash course 
ill the filmmaking process. There’s been a steep learning curve for both, whose experi- 
ence in documentary film up to this point has been limited te being in front of the cam- 
era for Tigre Hill’s Shame of aCity, about tlie 2003 m.ayoral race between John Street 
and Katz. So they enlisted mere experienced partners at the outset, including Stone 
Reader director and political ad creator Mark Moskowitz and urban historian (and 
sometime CP contributor) Nathaniel Popkin, who serves as the project's senior writer 

Kotz pirc ct fils share duties in both History Making Productions, their documentary 
production company, and Katz Creative Group, which is focused more on web design, 
interactive media, branding and commercial projects. The elder Katz is mure idea man 
and public face; his son does a greater share of the nuts-and-bolts production. 

"We have a joke," Katz says, "tliat we’re going to put a sign in front of Phil’s door that 
says 'Creative Katz,’ and in front of mine it’s going to say 'Uncreative Katz.”

Fortunately the team is concentrating its efforts on documentary rather than ' 
dy.Thus far. their work has resulted in a half-hour pilot episode focusing on the 
diate post-CivilWarera, beginning with Lincoln's funeral cortege passing through 
Philadelphia and concluding with the Centennial Exposition. In between, it covers 
thepo8t-war industrial expansion of the city, including the stories ofFctcr ^idcncr 
and John Wanamaker: the building of City Hall; and new racial, ethnic and religious 
tensions, including Octavius V. Catto's cam]>nign to integrate the streetcars and the 
bloody mayoral election of 1871. 

'Warforcespeople to put aside their personal aspirations for the good of the whole,” 
Katz explains. “And when the war is over, everybody as^es; The Irish aspire, the 
capi talistAndustriabsts aspire, the Ahican-American community aspres. They paid 
this enormous sacriheial price [in the war], and now everybody wants to get ahead. 
And when everybody wants something, more often than not it causes people to knock 
heads. That’s the story of cities.” 

The pilot episode, which will srreen this week at an invitation-only evmtat 
Suzanne Roberts 'nieatre before airing on ABC 6 at 7:30 p.m. on 'Tuesday, April 26, 
will be recognizable to anyone conversantinmoderTrpubbe televisim fare; a blend of 
stjlls,talldag beads and re-enactments that weave a number of anecdotal pieces of 
Philly history into an overall narrative of post-war conflicts. The Katzes chose wisely 
in not beginning at the begiiming. not trying to find a new spin on the familiar tales of 
the founding fathers. The film doesn’t break any ground (nor does it attempt to), but it 
does uncover some fascinating, lesser-known stories. 

“We've taken a great deal of pride in our 1776 story,” Katz SBySt^utweseem toknow 
nothing about anyother story, and the dty we are today is a 19th-century-grounded dQ'.” 

Primary funding for the pilot was provided by a host oflocaJ organizations, including 
the RiiJadclphia Foundation and Ibor Richard’s. Production on the first hourlong epi- 
sode. ‘Capitol in Crisis: The Yellow Fever Epidemic of 1793,” is set to start this summer. 

Since its original conception, the project has expanded beyond the boundaries of its 
initial, mote traditional documentaryformat to embrace new media.ThePh ifodefp/iur.-

educBtnnal materials and podcasts. Tire Katzes have engaged with more than 40 local 
historical institutions, both for researoh, materials and onscreen expertise. In addition, 
several area schools have already based student projects around the pilot’s content. 

History Making Productions has also taken on commissnos from some ofthose his- 
torical instrtutioiis the Katzes ate in various stages of production on short films about 
Sshop Ridiard Allen for Mother Bethel Church. Stephen Girard for his nmoPMkp col- 
lege. and the life ofWilKam J^nn for the Pennsbury Society in Bucks County. 

The documentary's style was defined mostly by Phil Katz, who dtes an admiration fer 
HBO-produced documentaries and histerical series likeBomeaade/o/mAcfcimsrather 
than the Ken Bums style, an approach which defines the generational divide between 
fether and son. 

"You have a guy who likes Ken Birms,” says Katz, ‘and you have a generatkm that 
probably finds it not as entertaining, So managing our way between an older-school 
point of view about historical documaitaries and a more entertainment-driven but his- 
torically factual and analytical approach is an interestingconflict.And we resolved that 
confiictentirely infavorofthe more subtle, less-is-moro, visually compelling stuff that 
keeps the attention, that keeps the eyes glued, because that’s what we're competing for,”

together. Phil andhis ablings have been enlisted to help with allof dad's mayoral 
campaigns.

Trans aidopters struggle for a place at 
the iHble. By Holly Otterbein 

T hink gay and lesbian adoption has a long way to go? 

Transgender adoption could be two decades behind that 
— even here in liberal Philadelphia. 

The word is out that gay and lesbian folks can parent wcH," say a 
Marla McCulloch, aboard member of Philadelphia Family Pride. 
“But that's not the case for the trans community. They’re having 
the same conversations the gay and lesbian community had 
20 yearn ago." 

Prospective gay and lesbian parents rely on word of 
mouth to know whith agencies will work with them 
— and which are more apt for. say, Sarah Palin. 

But trans adopters lack such networking, says | 

McCulloch, just like gays and lesbians did years I 

ago.Andthat leaves many trans people up a tree. 

“Some agendes say they're LGET-friendly," says 
Joeippolito, a trans man eyeing adoption. “But they 
haven’t really worked with the T part as much.” 

For instance, Ippolito says he was working with aga; 
frdend^ agmiry, and they ’basically indicated that I should 
leave the trans pece out ofiC ifhe wanted to consider intemetion- 
al adoptirni.Theinformaticm on which agencies have truly worked 
with trans peqrle is not out there yet, "he explains. 

The hurdles hardly there: Adoption can be pricey, and 

according toarecent National Gay and Lesbian Task Fbrce study, 
trans people arealmostfourtimes us likely as the general popula- 
tion to live in extreme poverty. 

Phis, iftrans people want to give birth themselves, Ippobto says 
insurance rare^ covers the necessary fertility costs. (Hell, insur- 
ance rarely covers such coats for anyone, even straight, married, 
gender-normative couples.) Then one has to consider the proce- 
dure’s safety: The questiot that always looms ifyou’re a trans 


man.'says Ippolito, “is ifyou’ve been on testosterone for five years, 
bow safeiaittogetoffthatandhave achild?' 

But progress, however slow, is being made: As Ippolito says, 
“Thomas Beatie was not the first trans man to get p^gnanL This 
has been happening forthe past 10. 15 years." 

As tim^ havechanged, so has the Equality Forum's portrayal 
of trans adoption and biological parenting. McCulloch says that 
initially, the Forum “got everybody who was LGBT into a room and 
had them talk about parenting." But this year, for the first time, 
there are separate events for trans people and gays and lestnana 
being held simultaneously — and she expects the Fbrum to get 
even more specific in the future. 

McCullodi and Ippolito will head the trans event, along with Dr, 
Jacqueline Gutmann, who Tl provide information on biological 
parenting for the trans community. IheLCBTadop- 
ion event, meanwhile.willbeled by Becky Fawcett, 
executive director of helpusadopLorg. 

Fawcett’s stoty is a reminder of how diSicult 
adoption for gays and lesbians still ia, even ifit’s 
less knotty than far transpei^le. Fawcett ia a 
straight, infertile woman who adopted children 
after struggling and failing to get jx'egnant for 
vears. After realizing how much the adoption pro- 
ess cost, she vowed to donate to ymospective parents 
> weren’t as financially blessed. But she found that 
endes wouldn’tlet her give to gays and lesbians. 

So Fhweett founded her own organization, which provides grants 
to all kinds of prospective parents — from lesbian couples to 
straight people to single dads. 

“I^ople ask why I care," she says.'It’s an innate thing about 
being a mother, You just know these rules aren't right There are 
millions ofchildren out there who need loving homes." 

Until people realize alternative families can providejust that, 
saysMcCu Uoch, “our country's doing a disservice to the children."

FACE VALUE 

Wyatt Gallery captures connectec3ness in the 
midst of catastrophe. By Will stone 

W yatt Galleiys tagline — “a person, not a place" — is more 
than a simj^e point of clarification. In fact.it reveals a 
kit about bow this Philly-bom documentary photogra- 
pher approaches his art Callery, who first took up the craft while 
studying at William hnn Charter School, has an eye for unlikely 
spiritual sites, like the altars of Orthodox Christians in India or 
the pabn-tree-lined facades of Caribbean synagogues. Yet what 
animates these exotic places are the people. And the same goes 
for Gallery's photographs of natural disaster areas, from the 
wreckage of the Southeast Asian tsimami to post-KatrinaNew 
Orleans, and most recently, the sprawling tent cities of earth- 
quake-stricken Haiti. Fbr his new book, Tknt Life: Haiti (Umbrage. 
April), the former Uftim adjunct professor, Fulbright scholar and 
published photographer INeweweek, The New York Times) affeis 
intimate, heartening portraits of the Haitian people. (All royalties 
from Tknt Lr/e go to the Haiti relief effort.) In preparotionforhis 
book signing, Wyatt spoke with CP about photography both here 
and abroad. 

CltyPep«r: How did the Haiti projectcome to fruition? 

Wyatt Qallery: It really started backin2(X]S after the Southeast 
Asian tsunami, wh si I went to Sri Lanka and photographed with 


a friend. After that, another Philly photographer. Will Stacey, 
encouraged me to photograph Hurricane Katrina in New Orleans. 
And I really didn’t want to go atthe time, because I was already so 
emotionally exhausted from the tsunami. ...When the earthquake 
happened in Haiti, I had a strong sense that I really needed to go 
and do something. ...So in March, IwenttoHaiti with a group of 
friends and with the organization heabnghaiti.org to volunteer by 
teaching orphans, delivering water and really whatever! could. 


CP: What was your relationship with the Haitian people you 
photographed? 

WQ: The photographs are 
very intimate, and I think

Greatest Movie makes claims to transpar- 
ency. but its mortly one-sided revelations inevitably result in a film that is, first and 
foremost, about itself. Spurlock acts an emissary

Jonn VsRsae sees what develops 

THE PROMISED LAND 



> WHILE VIEWING THEHtiladelphiB Photo Arts Center's current 
groupexhitnt.'‘Eust ofEden,*! suddenly heard Woody Guthrie's 
voice in my iRid headphones. 

It was a clip hum his library ofCongress recoidings that shufiled 
on. adescriptitai — not unlike John Steinbeck’s — ofthe Golden 
State as a flawed, promised land: They had builtupin Cabirmiaa 
mighty wtmderflil am [are. Then they realized they hadn’t built up 
quite awonderflil enough empire — what they needed in Cahfomia 
was more and more people to pick their &uit, to gather in their 
peaches. . . . But at the same time they look down ... on the people 
who came in hum other states to do that kind of work.” 

While Steinbeck's Eitfo/’ficien doesn’t have the same farm- 
laborer fccusofhis more widely read novel TheGrapesofWrath 
(or Guthrie’s fclk-song advocacy, for that matter), the novel’s epic 
portrayal ofthe American West as a land of piumise and disappoint- 
ment, of hopes diat decay, still resonated with the voice speakingin 
myeam — as well as the photographs sunuundingme. 

The exhibit flnds the novel’s themes in images of contemporary 
America — the haves and theiropulence; the have-nots and their 
broken small towns; the roads the two journey in parallel. 

Through intimate color portraits of his parents, Syracuse photog- 
rapher Doug DuBois' work presents us with the haves (thou^ it 
a] so re fleets £c/e7i’s scope as a massive family drama). Drawn hum 
his2009 book All /AeDq}'sorufMgh<s, the images were shot over 
two decades, beginning in 1984, prior to his father's neaT-&tal fall 
hum a commuter train — and his mother's subsequent breakdown. 

We see aharmting [remonition ofthe aeddent in Afy/’otfi^com- 
muiing, where the subject is an anonymous, suit-dad businessman 
reading a broadsheet in a hazy Amtrak station; the morning sun 
splashes acrum his fellow commuters who gaze at the tracks below. 
We see the aftermath in My father in the living room, his bare 1^ 
held together by metal rods, his hands covering hr s &ce in a gesture 
of anguish. 

But DuBois doesn't Unger, his inwges instead studying the path 
hisfamily look in the yea re foUowing.Wc sec them on vacation in 
Naples. Fla.lwhereweseehis father adrift, prone, in the tide), and 



Lmdonthis parents drirrkata bar.his father lau^rs, his mother 
looks away with an expression of exhausted despondency). Clearly, 
tire/re well-off; clearlyi they’re lovirrg and tight-knit (see the touch- 
ing New Year’s Eve photo ofhis parents dandng cheek to cheek); 
dear^, also, they're worn for the wear and not necessarily enamored 
with the trajectory their Irvestogethcr have taken. 

Most impressive is the detachment with which DuBois documents 
his parents. These look like intimate portraits as shot by a stranger 
— the photographer keepshis own emotions (whidr musthave been 
powerful, given the drcumstances) from interfering with his shots. 

On the other end ofthe qrectrum, Mark Stemmetz’s work sur^ 
veys poor people in poor places — scenes of Knoxville and Newport, 
Tbnn., shot in 1991 and '92 in brutally honest bladc-and-white. 

A man stands in an open doorway, stepping alone out ofhis barren 

Behind a taped-up window of a shrngle-panaled bouse,wesee a 
Christmas tree sadder than Charlie Brown’s. 

Missirrg-person fliers and feral cats wander through Steinmetz’s 
scenes, though the people don’t seem all that unhappy — just tired. 

A farrrily sits in their KnoxviDe backyard at dusk, watching the 
sunset as their tree swing stills, on unde drops his work belt to the 
lawn and the dothesiine hangs empty. 'They'ro exhausted, but titey 
also appear hopeful about the next steps in their journey, unlike the 
DuBoises. 

Elsewhere we see children at ploy — actual pJay — in their sur- 


roundings of an empty grass lot, six aban- 
doned cars, a splintery house. This image, 
also from Knoxville, is shot from a hill 
overlooking the scene as if to hammer home 
Guthrie’s similar observatior — the working 
dose is looked down upon. 

Ifthat’sthecase.Affly Stein's work (as 
in Cheerleaders, pictured) serves as the 
equalizer. Themed almost entirely around 
highways androads. it presents transpor- 
tation and travel as the thing uniting the 
countr-y.theliteraljorirney WB all take.

A team of zany comedy writers working on an 
NBC-TV show struggle to avert the network’s 
ongoing threat to pull the plug, and to please their 
briDiant but ireurotic star. No, it’s not 30 Rock — 
it’s Laugfiter. Nml Simon’s affectiemate theatricBl 
memoir about his start in the buaness, workiirg 
on Your Show of Shows with a blue-chip team that 
irrduded Card Rmner. Mel Brooks, Larry Gelbart 
and, of course, lead comic Sid Caesar, Simon’s 
Show stint was a career-maker By the mid-’60s, 
he was Broadway's Midas-touch funnyman, whose 
everyplay seemeda guaranteedjuggernaut. 

But La ugfiter, narrated by Simon's onstage dop- 
pelgonger (young actor Mike Doherty, in a very 
uppeabng performance), acknowledges that it was 
also a difltcuk experience. Caesar was lovable but 
crazy, and the tumultuous period was marked by 
the rise ofMcCarthyism and the execution of the 
Rosenbergs. The last scene of the play is some of 
Simon’s finest writing, bittersweet and nostalgic, 
andit’s beautifully performed at 1812. 

But too much ofLougAZer is scuttled by the 
playwright’srelentless hisillade ofone-lineTS, 
which here arefar horn his hinniest — more gold 
plate than 14 karat. "nre extravagantly gifted 
comic actors fahgst ofPhilly feves, including 
Pete Piyor. Jen Childs, Chris Fhith, Dave Jadico, 
Anthony Lawton and David Ingram) go at it with 
all guns blazing, and their awesome eneigy and 
talentoften moke the material seem better than it 
is The opening-night crowd roared. Yet when the 
scripthit a few low points, 1 found myselfthinking 
of the cast as a crew of paramedics searching val- 
iantly for a defibrillator.

>- IF YOU WALK the old Seventh Ward today, 
there’s little evidence of the AfHcan -American 
community that thrived there a century ago. Once 
the city's most-populated black section, the space 
between the Sdiuylkill River and Seventh Street, 
Spruce to South, is now predominantly white and 
gentrihed. '^ou don't even go to South Street and 
think.Tminthe heart of what was once black 
Philadelphia,” says Amy Hillier, an assistant pro- 
fessor nf p lanning at I^nnDesign. 'Not at aU.” 

But South Street was once the vibrant black 
business district. Hillier has aimed her multidis- 
ciplinary Mapping Du Bois Project squarely at 
resurrecting the seminal sodal -science research 
that W.E.B. Du Bois, an eventual NAACP &under 
and then-UPenn employee, completed here for his 
1899 book, ThePhiladHphia Negrv. 

To date, Hillier's all-student team has merged 
Geographic Information System (GIS) technology 
and archival datato build an interactive mapping 
website of the Seventh Word. The $360,000 prqject 
has led to a board game, high sdiool curriculum 
materials and plansforanationalteacher-truin- 
ing program. The Sdiool District of Philadelphia 
has required on African -American history class 
since 2005, the year Mapping Du Bois began. 

The project’s ripest fruit — the 20-niinute doc 
A Legacy ofCoumge: W££. Du Bois and The 


Philadelph ia Negro — promotes 
further talk about race and 
racism, *a topic none of us find 
simple,’ Hillier says. 

The film relies on Mayor 
Michael Nutter, Tu kufu Zuberi 
{etar afPBS' Hielory Detectives) 
and Elijah Anderson (a former 
Penn sociolagyprofessorito tes- 
tify tn Du Bois' work, which, says 
Hillier, never got the recognition 
it deserved. 

During his time at UPenn, Du 
Bois was paid — sparsefy — but 
never offered an office or a fac- 
ulty position. Ihe boefa’s original 
coveridentified Du Bois only as 
a 'sometime assistant in sociolo- 
gy" at ft nn. "Ibis isn’t penance,’ 
Hillier says, 'but the university 
didn't do him right the first time 
around."

THE LIFE AQUATIC 

At Fathom, Mike Stolienwerk and Robert 
Holloway put the 'Tsh" back in Fishtown.

I ’m on the phone with Mike Stnllenweik, cheiZownerofLittle Rsh. 
Fish and now Fathom Seafood House, and we’re trying to figure 
out the second variety of East Coast oyster 
the seafood pub shucked the previous week. 

“Conway Rryalesr Fathom's chef de cuisine, 

Robert Holloway, yells finm the background. 

No. Not Conway Rpyalea 
“White Caps!" 

No. Not White Caps- 
“East Dennis!" 

No. Not East Dennis, either. 

This wentonfor a while, and tliough we eventually pinned 
down Maine's Westport Island as the oyster in question, the 
exchange illustrates the sheer spectrum of Fathom's shuckable 
wares, tnjust three months of business, StoUenwerk estimates 
more than 100 cy star varieties have traveled from their respec- 
tive coves, straits, creeks and bays to the raw station fit like a 



sidecar along Phthom’s elevated open kitchen. 

TTie bivalved beauts arriva on shallow metal pans lined with 
ice. orbiting ramekins of cocktail and tartar sauces (along with 
the Banyuls mignonette) a high-brow raw bar might loathe to 
dispense. But Fhthom isn't Fish, or even Little Fish for that mat- 
ter, and the gladally cold, immaculately clean Kusshis, Chef 
Creeks, Wellfleets and Westports were no less for it. 

With spread of oysters, a frosty Harpoon, sun flooding the res- 
taurant and the Phillies on the plasmas mounted above the bar. 

I could sit there all day. Or. rather, stand there all day. Tlieyellow 
concrete bar top, run down the room like a stripeofspey mustard 
on a soft pretzel.is too tall Orthe stools are too short. Either way, 
the setup’s not comfortable, and so on another night I made sure to 
r^air to one of the roomy marble-topped tables, set beneath foux- 
foded portraits of rugged seascapes and 
MCWEFOODANC windswept chapels. 

Before Fhthom, these tables had been 
lollectingdustin the garage of Holloway's 
louidn, who’d salvaged them ftom a 
defunct pub. With theirscalioped silhouette and baluster-backed 
captain's chairs, they look like something passengers would 
have played baccarat areund on the Titanic, adding diaiacter to 
Fhftiom'sold-timey interior. 

Elements of Fathom look airlifted framNuckylTiompson's 
Atlantic City, maybe because Stolienwerk. who grew up in Ocean 
City, originally imagined the restaurant fitting there. But after 
stumbling across thisshuttered space (once a saloon, circa 1901), 
he decided the conceptwas a perfect fit for a district with its own

seafood tradition. Now Futhomfunctionsasneulialterri- 
toiy forFiahtown’aold and new guards, where arrivistes 
and Hfersmeet, mingle and arrange to walk each other's 
dogs overPrima PiU and satt-roasted'Ve-peel’' shrimp. 
Pm jealous. Those succulent we -peels. Chick as my 
thumbs, aren’t available in my 'hood. 

Littlenecks. blue crabs and half-lobsters round out the 

into very rich directions. Stollenwerk isn't in the business 
of pussifying seafood, and the way he deplr^ aggressive 
spice and fat to fish while still keeping the composition 
sojhisticated is what makes his cooking so interesting. 

Mosthr. the results are insanely tasty: a take cn poutine 
with jumbo lump crab, squeaky mozzarella curds and 
spi^ crab-stock gravy; the gooey fontina-and-lobeter 
grilled cheese on shingles of Metropolitan sourdough: 
chicken-fried oysters whose zesty crusts preserve the 
silkiness of the bivalves inside. But eaten cumulatively, 
they can bust a gut, and upondeporture, I didn't so much 
step out into the gun-shy spring sunlight as waddle. 

Of course, 1 hod Fathom^ only dessert — Stollenwerk's 
mom's whoopie pies, packaged in labeled cellophane bag- 
gies — tucked safely in my pocket, because ignoring the 
server’s suggestion would have been rude, right? I didn’t 
even make it across Girard before gnashing the beat- 
sealed bag open like a chocoholic piranha. My fingers 
sunk intn the Fluff-grouted cocoa cookies, so soft my fin- 
gers left imp-ints like on a memory-foam mattress. Hie 
filling oozed out the sandwidi’s sides in a powder-white 
eclipse. Bake-sale fi-eshaiidnottoo sweet, it was the most 
delightful whoopie since SisterApt2. 

Fm also down withC-0-D,lightlyroasted. flaked and 
mixed with mashed potatoes thefilling for Fathom's 
homey hand-knitted pierogies draped with cars melized- 
onion garlands — bet they’d be even bettcrwithbaccaJa 

— and the meaty, cherrywood-smoked mariinas the star 
of an inspired twist on fish t acoa The latter deseived bet- 
ter, though, than Silvert-sourced com tortillas: cold and 
stiffascadaveni.an inexcusable offense in Mexidelphia. 

Holloway, as executor of Stollenwerk’s menu, knows his 
way around marine life, but ironically, two of my Fathom 
favorites, both side dishes, didn’t even involve seafood. 
Fat florets of cauliflower, dunked in rice-flour batter (ghi-
